WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Repub- 
lican National Committee will meet in 
this city, December 6 and 7 for the 
purpose of deciding upon the place and 
time for holding the next Republican 
National Convention. 

Formal announcement to this effect 
was made tonight by Harry 8. New, 
acting chairman of the committee. 

Chairman New, who arrivea today, 
had a conference with Elmer Dover. 
secretary of the committee, when the 
time for holding the meeting of the 
committee was decided upon, 

The official call for the meeting wil! 
be issued within a day or two. 

According to New, a number of cit- 

jes have made formal application to 
secure the next convention, among 
them being Chicago, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Denver, Seattle, Atlantic City 
Pittsburgh. 
From Milwaukee and St. 
have come inquiries as to the rospects 
for securing the convention, but New 
said that at this time he was not com- 
mitted to any particular city. 

“The next e¢onvention is going to 
attract a larger number of people than 
have heretofore attended,” said New.

It is therefore abso- 
lutely necessary to enforce the rule of 
no smoking at any point near the bal- 
loons. This precaution is necessary for 
the protection of the public as well as 
of the balloons. 3

Frank P. Lahm, of the United States 
cavairy, by a flight of 402 miles, won 
the James Gordon Bennett cyp, the 
trophy of the contest. The cup is an 
object of art in massive silver, valued 
at $2500, and was offered by James 
Gordon Bennett to the aeronaut cover- 
ing the longest distance in a — 
flight. 

If the cup is won three times in suc- 
cession by an aeronaut it then  be- 
comes the property of the aeronautic 
club of which he is a member. The 
winner of the cup In each international 
contest, by the terms of the donor, 
will receive in addition, a prize of 
$2500 in cash, together with one-half 
of the entry fees and forfeits. 

The contestant finishing second will 
receive one-third and the contestant 
finishing third will receive the re- 
mainder of the entry fees and forfeits. 
This second competition for the Ben- 
net cup was organized by the Aero 
Club of America, under the rules of 
the International Aeronautic Federa- 
tion, and will be conducted under the 
auspices of the Aero Club of St. Louis. 
The first five days of the week will 
be devoted to aeronautics. On Mon- 
day the principal feature of the entire 
aeronautic meet will open the pro- 
gramme when the nine balloons will 
ascend in the international long-dis- 
tance race for the Bennett cup. 
Tuesday there will be a contest for 
aeroplanes, of flying machines, of the 
heavier-thaneair type. with a total 
cash prize of $2500. 

Wednesday there will be a contest 
for airships and vehicles of the light- 
er-than-air type, with total prizes of 
$2500.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.—That San 
Francisco politically has sunk to a 
lower depth than any other city in the 
country, and that Christian America 
is responsible for her condition, was the 
startling statement made by Rev. Dr.

funds for the churches of that city. 

Dr. Thomas described what he terms 
the gradual degeneration of the city, 
and said that San Francisco today rep- 
resented a complete breakdown of 
American institutions. 

“No other city in America has been 
so religiously neglected during the past 
fifty years as we have,” said he. “We 
are reaping as we have sown."

TAXPAYERS’ LEAGUE. 
The complications into which 


the city engineer's office has tangled 
sewer work are serious. Those prop- 
erty-owners who get 


& sewer for 
which they never paid a dollar can 


afford to sleep soundly of nights and 


to digest their food in peace. But 
get no 


decidedly serious situation. More 
than this,, the faulty way in which 
the letting of sewer contracts has 


‘been done now ties up this work to 


the great inconvenience of many in- 
habitants of the city and to the det- 
riment of many owners of property. 
The long delay on the outfall held 


back the building of mains and 


laterals within the city for so long 


@ time that the necessity for this 


work has become pressing. The re- 
cent completion of the big sewer, 
through the very competent manage- 
ment of the present city engineer, 
made the prosecution of this lateral 
sewer work within the city possible. 
Just as that was getting well under 
way this complication from the lax 
contracts came and tied up the work 
indefinitely. 

In these criticisms The Times does 
not desire to convey the impression 
that the municipal government of 
this city is worse than that of the 
average of municipalities. Indeed it 
is our opinion that it is better than 
the average. Nor is it the intention 
here to visit with severe criticism 
the present force in the engineer's 
Office. They have an excuse which 
ought to weigh for something, al- 
though not to be taken as complete 
justification, that they were follow- 
ing long-established precedent. 
Heretofore, although the letting of 
these contracts was conducted in a 
very faulty manner, no serious com- 
plications appear to have arisen. In 
the present instance the poor man- 
agement is forced upon .the public 
mind and on the city officials so 
that a cessation of this 
work has been ordered. 

The property-owners, generally 


.| called taxpayers, are the persons 
-} whose interests are really at stake. 


Not only in this respect do the prop- 
erty-owners suffer loss and undergo 
inconvenience because of a lack of 
oversight and cohesion. There have 
been movements here to organize a 
landlords’ association in order to 
safeguard the interests of those who 
improve property for rental  pur- 
poses.

& PACE TOO HARD. 

[t is a tasle which taxes the most 
intelligent mind to conceive of the 
business expansion of the world dur- 
ing the last few years. Occasionally 
figures are placed before our eyes 
which simply confuse our mental 
faculties when we try to comprehend 
them. A census bulletin recently 
published gives the total power in 
operation in American manufactories 
for the year 1905 at 14,641,544 horse 
power. Comparing this with 1900, 
the increase is 40 per cent. Can you 
grasp the significance of it? . 

It is only such astounding figures 
as these which make us begin to 
comprehend the difficulties expe- 
rienced in our industries to find men 
to do the work or money to finance 
it. Im 1900 the population of the 
United States was 76,000,000. At the 
present time it may be 90,000,000. 
The increase in our money capital 
has somewhat more than kept up 
with the increase in population. But 
how far both men and money fajl 
to keep pace in growth with that of 
these industries . whose er in- 
creased 40 per cent. bose 

The news from the: industrial 
world during the last few weeks has 
been more or less disouraging, and 
in the last few days to timid capital- 
ists a bit disturbing... The crisis has 
reached a most acute stage iff Hol- 
land. But the conditions are affect- 
ing the industrial activity of the 
whole world. 

In our own country it is greatly to 
be hoped that we have realized in 
time how much faster we were push- 
ing these developments than was 
consistent with safety. Inasmuch as 
the increase in the number of hands

A cloud no 
bigger than a man’s hand is likely to 
turn his confidence into alarm and 
to send him precipitately to look for 
shelter, There is no sign of any 
approaching storm in our business 
skies. The country is rich beyond 
all experience of former times. The 
crops of the present year are al! 
safely harvested and are of a larger 
valye than any previously garnered 
from the farms of the country. The 
mineral wealth poured out from the 


‘mines of the country fs also of a 


yolume never known before. The 
petroleum product of California is 
approaching a magnitude which may 
make our gold production look to its 
laurels. Wherever one analyzes the 
industrial situation, he sees orders 
booked with the great manufacturers 
which assure steady business until 
well into the coming new year. The 
railroads are unable, with their pres- 
ent mileage and equipment, to han- 
die their enormous business. They 
must provide for these necessities; 
and hence coal mines and iron mines 
must be continued in operation and 
rolling milis, locomotive factories 
and car factories kept busy. 


OPULARITY OF SPORTS. 

Sports are as old as humanity. 
The world owes a great deal to this 
sporting instinct in the race. There 
was a time, perhaps a half a century 
ago, when this useful instinct In hu- 
manity was suppressed to a dangerous 
degree in our own country. The crit- 
iciern leveled against sports in our 
time perheps embraces the sporting 
proclivities of students in schools and 
colleges more than others. It is with- 
in the memory of elderly persons con- 
versant with school affairs when 


sporta among school children were at | he 


a very low ebb, and when, ff they 
were not discouraged by the school 
authorities, they were certainly not en- 
couraged. In the case of day schools, 
wherein the pupils were free from 
schoo! restraint for a considerable por- 
tion of the day, this neglect of sports 
was not harmful because the children 
could indulge their instincts for play 
outside of school hours and premises. 
But in the boarding schools and col- 
leges of fifty or sixty years ago, in- 
jury resulted fror this despisal of 
sports. It wasn not only the lack. of 
muscular exercise from which s.udents 
suffered, but there was quite as grave 
a mistake in denying them the relaxa- 
tion of mind, so necessary in the life 
‘of young people who are too much 
strained in many cases by close ap- 
plication to severe studies. 

It would seem unnecessary to say 
that the mind is not the whole of the 
human being. We often say that too 
much is made of the body and too lit- 
tle of the mental and spiritual faculties 
of our being. But we repeat that, while 
in the schools and colleges of halt 
a century ago the mental training was 
severe to an extreme as a general 
rule, it is now confessed that real 
harm was done to the rising genera- 
tion by a failure to encourage physical 
exercise and to provide means for its 
practice. With young people it is vain 
to suggest that they get this physical 
development through some exercise 
which will bring useful results. Amuse- 
ment must be mingled with the exer- 
cise to make it popular with the grow- 
ing boy or girl. Then there is the 
other consideration referred to before 
—relaxation. 

Great mental acumen is undoubtedly 


‘a desirable thing for all. But a mind, 


hewever cultivated it may be through 
severe study, can rarely ever be pow- 
erful unless it is encased in a good, 
strong physical frame. Moreover, phys- 
ical courage is an exceedingly valua- 
ble quelity in the male human being 
and perhaps not to be too much de- 
spised in his helpmeet. The football field, 
in some of its features, is brutal; but 
a good, strong body, with thoroughly 
developed muscles, hardened bone and 
toughened sinews, coupled with a cour- 


aze which has a considerable amount 


of contempt for. physical pain, go a 
long way toward making real man- 
hood. 

Think of the lily-white hands of the 
average «irl, growing up a half-cen- 
tury ago, who thought about the worst 
thing that could happen to her was a 
freckle on her cheek and to whom a 
good brown tan upon her complexion 
would have meant a poignant grief. 
Is not her daughter of today, who 
lets her hair stream wild in the breeze, 
while hatiess and in ankle-length skirt 
she bats a tennis ball for two or 
three hours of an afternoon, with a 
ruddy glow of health upon her cheek 
and arms of beautiful muscle, a de- 


One of the most hopeful develop- 
ments of the time in which we live is 
the importance attached to physical 
exercise through innocent sports, hard 
and maniy, yes, and womanly, too, to 
which the young people of the genera-

tion are so much addicted. We would 
not abridge the school curriculum 


which provides severe mental develop- 


ment and the broad culfure of many 


ologies where the physical strength 
exists to bear 


the necessary strain. 
But at the time it will make bet- 
ter men a better women for the fu- 
ture to continue to encourage and even 
to braaden the tendency to abundant 


recreation and downright physical exer- 
cise in innocent sports.

Now, were Mr. Roosevelt to follow 
the example of Emperor William or 
King Edward, for instance; stand on 
a runway and have the game driven to 
him by the beaters, and kill in a few 
hours a couple of dozen great stags, 
or several hundred pheasants or 
grouse, he could justly be called cruel, 
as there is no excuse for such wanton 
slaughter of God's creatures. It is not 
cruelty to pursue and kill predatory 
animals, bears, mountain 
other carnivora that prey upon the 
ruminants and feathered creatures of 
the wilds. En passant, the fair lady 
who wears a hat bedecked with wild- 
bird plumage is cruel, for by creating a 
demand for such useless adornments 
she encourages the destruction of our 
sea and inland birdd. 

For the killing of a black bear or 
mountain lion Mr. Roosevelt makes 
no claim to bravery, telling us plainly 
in his books on hunting that they are 
exceedingly cowardly animals. We know 
that he is a brave man, for he has 
more than once faced the bullets of 
th enemy, encountered single-handed 
grizzlies of the Rocky Mountains—at 
times animals of terrible ferocity. Yes, 
and he has ridden wild broncos of the 
plains—and any one who does that 
certainly has “sand.” 

Mr. Roosevelt goes a-hunting for sev- 
eral reasons; because, after a few days 
or weeks passed far from the fenced- 
in places he feels rejuvenated; better 
fitted to stand the stress of officia) life. 
He goes because, as with many of us, 
he inherits from more or less remote 
ancestors, the love of the chase; be- 
cause, living close to Mother Earth, one 
can study as nowhere else the wonders 
of the Great Pian. Our President is a 
naturalist of enviable fame, and 
down in the southern cane brakes he 
has, no doubt, learned many interest- 
ing faets about the wild creatures that 
inhabit them. As he has truly said: 
“In hunting, the finding and killing of 
the game is, after all, but a part of the 
whole.”

NARROW ESCAPE OF VICTIMS IN 
ADJOINING ROOMS, 


Mrs. Charlies Brown's Nightmare 
Sends Her After Burglar and She 
Gets Revolver from Dresser—Goes 
Off, Ball Grazes Her and Neighbor’s 
Leg Stops it. 


In a nightmare, Mrs. Charles Brown, 
who lives at the Everhardy, No. 3878 
Central avenue, arose from her bed 
early yesterday morning and acci- 
dentaly discharged a revolver while 
under the hallucination that burglars 
were in the room. The bullet grazed 
her right side, inflicting a fresh wound, 
and then, penetrating the partion, the 
ball entered the left leg of Mrs. J. 8.

They have lived at the 
Everhardy for several months, and, 
according to their acquaintances, have 
been very happy. 

After Mrs. Brown recovered from 
her hysteria she had some slight recol- 
lections of what had occurred.

GALLANT RESCUE OF DROWNING 
MAN SPECTACULAR. 


Life Guard Saves Goldfield Miner 
as He Sinks for Third Time—Po- 
litical Interest Centers in Possible 
Candidates for December Munici- 
pal Election. — 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 2.—P. H. Gal- 
lagher was rescued from the surf this 
afternoon by Hans Vockeroh, a bath- 
house life guard. The rescue occurred 
about three hundred yards off shore, 
Gallagher having swam out that dis- 
tance from a point opposite the bath- 
house and become exhausted, and was 
witnessed by hundreds. . 

His distress was noticed by the score
